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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
This office action is in response to amendment filed December 1, 2005. Applicant 
amended claim 2. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The claim recites a charge calculation unit for calculating a charge amount wherein the 
charge amount is adjusted if the additional information is recommended to another user . The 
information distributing apparatus of claim 2 does not claim a first user's or a second user's unit. 
The apparatus as claimed is comprised of a reception unit, a transmission unit, a charge unit, a 
destination unit and a reference information receiving unit. If the destination unit is considered as 
a first person unit still there is no second unit claimed as part of the apparatus. Therefore, the 
charge unit is calculating the charge based on the first unit (destination) only. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Nakamura et 
al. JP 10290443. 
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Regarding claim 2, Nakamura teaches receiving information, storing information 
received, transmitting information to a designated destination, transmitting a reference 
information; calculating charge in accordance with received information etc. (see abstract and 
also applicant's background pp 2-4 as admitted art) Nakamura teaches VOD with advertisement 
as an additional information and charging viewers less for VOD and charging the full amount 
when user rejects the additional information. Nakamura teaches a charge unit for calculating a 
charge amount corresponding to additional information provided with and transmitted 
information and the charge adjusted when the additional information is referred (see applicant's 
background). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stanbach, Jr. et al. 
(US 6,449,657) further in view of Official Notice. 

Regarding claim 2, Stanbach teaches receiving information, storing information received, 
transmitting information to a designated destination, transmitting a reference information; 
calculating charge in accordance with received information etc.; additional information provided 
with and transmitted information being referred (see col. 9 line 19 to col. 10 line 14, col. 14 line 
47 to col. 15 line 26). Stanbach does not teach calculating a charge amount corresponding to 
additional information provided with the information content wherein the charge amount is 
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adjusted if the additional information is recommended to another person (recipient), It is well 
known in the art of advertisement to provide free service if advertisement are attached to the 
service provided. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to known that Stanbach would provide the service for free or discounted to 
those who are willing to receive advertisements (see also applicant's background pp. 3). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 2 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection. Since applicant added a feature that changed the scope of the 
claim, new art was applied. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Kamakura et al. (US 6,047,310) teaches information providing apparatus for distributing 
advertisement t a receiver. 

Sugimoto et al. (JP 1 1-242714) teaches attaching advertisement in greeting card with 
joint prize lottery. 

Nakamura (US 5,987,424) teaches accounting for discounted communications charges.
